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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The final rejection is deemed proper, and the 
applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that Examiner is incorrect in the assertion that an imaging device is the same as a printing press in 
the 3rd paragraph on page 5, the Examiner disagrees. The Examiner has evidences to broadly interprete those terms. As disclosed in 
Dauer et al. (US 6,397,743), column 6, lines 50-51, an imaging device is included in a printing device. As disclosed in Mui et al. (US 
6,160,642), column 4, lines 58-60, an printing device is included in an imaging device. As disclosed in Cheng et al. (US 6,012,070), 
column 10, lines 41-48, both printing device and imaging device can be referred as printing presses. 

In response to applicant's argument that "an FPGA can operate in the context of a bar code scanning application as disclosed in Roustaei, 
does not mean that an FPGA can operate in a printing press" in the first paragraph on page 6, the test for obviousness is not whetherJhe 
features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually from the 3rd paragraph on page 6 to the 3rd paragraph on page 
7 one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to Applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references from the 4th paragraph on page 7 to the 4th 
paragraph on page 8, the Applicant is advised to read the Response to Arguments section in the final rejection of the Office Action mailed 
12/15/2003.
